Armistice will Be Granted If 


Accedes to I1*. 


"Washington, July 27.—President Me- 


Kinley by tomorrow will communicate 
our answer to Spain's peace proposal 
to Ambassador Cambona. 
If Spain 


will give assurances that the armis- 
tice will be followed by a treaty of 
peace along 
certain 
general lines, 


probably the President will agree to 
the armistice. 


Secretary Day is in conference with 


the President relative to the answer to 
Spain's proposal for peace . He said it 
would depend on circumstances when 
the answer would be sent, but would 
be in a day or two. 


By tomorrow our government will 


have determined and communicated to 
the French, ambassador just what form 
steps leading toward peace shall take. 
It is likely that if the Spanish gov- 
ernment is really in earnest in its 
desire for peace that our government 
will consent to the armistice as a pre- 
liminary. But it can be stated posi- 
tively that the President 
is 
deter- 


mined to lose no ground through Span- 
ish diplomacy. 


The armistice, if granted, will be 


conditioned upon the 
most binding 


pledges that it is to be followed by a 
treaty of 
peace. 
The 
preliminary 


agreement providing for the armistice 
must constitute in itself an under- 
taking on the part of Spain to submit 
to certain broad conditions imposed 
by the United States as a basis for 
peace. 


Military operations are to go steadily 


forward so far as the United States 
is concerned, until negotiations have 
advanced much further than they are 
at present. They are subject to inter- 
ruption at any moment by an armi- 
stice, but it must be said that this 
is scarcely to be expected immediately. 


It is realized that when the Spanish 


government learns the extent of the 
demands to ba made by the United 
States the first effect will be to induce 
a reflex movement, which in turn will 
result in a continuation of active hos- 
tilities for a time. This time, it is ex- 
pected, however, will be brief, only 
perhaps so long as is necessary for 
Gen. Miles to completely invest San 
Juan. 


That stroke, it is thought, will bring 


the Spanish government to a realiz- 
ing sense of the hopelessness of fur- 
ther resistance, if it has not before 
that time yielded to earnest repre- 
sentations of those European powers 
that have been so persistent in their 
:fforts to secure peace. 
Military experts allow two weeks as 


the maximum period they deem nece. - 
sary for Gen. Miles 
to secure this 


lommandlng- position and therefore it' 
s hoped that within that space of 
time the Spanish 
government will 


lave been brought not exactly to an 
approval o£ a treaty of peace, but to 
an application for an arm.stlce that 
n its conditions will amount to a con- 
:cssion of those things most desired 
by the United Stales government. 


It is pointed out that the conditions 


promise on a large scale to duplicate 
hose existing at Santiago when Gen.

Washington, July ^T.^-Spaln has at 


last consented to sue'ior peace. Today 
perhaps marks the commencement of 
the last stage of tha war. Whether 
these hopes are realized depends upon 
the sincerity of Spain, and how far her 
efforts to have peace are made in good 
faith. 


Spain's offer of peace was made di- 


rectly and without the intervention of 
any other power. The French ambassa- 
dor, who since the severance of diplo- 
matic relations between this country 
and Spain, and who,.therefore, is vir- 
tually the Spanish ambassador at the 
present time, was th'e mediary em- 
ployed. 


The Spanish government knew that 


it would have been useless to have 
sought the' intervention of any other 
power. Such interference would have 
been rejected. It was well understood 
in diplomatic circles that if Spain want- 
ed peace she must deal directly with the 
United States, and that no other course 
would be tolerated. 


Although peace rumors hawe been cur- 


rent almost daily sinfc'e the -war began, 
none of them had the shadow of founda- 
tion, and until the French ambassador 
received Instructions from Paris no over- 
tures of any kind had been received. 
Shortly before midnight Monday night 
a dispatch to the. French embassy made 
it knowfi that the ajnbassador would ba 
charged witft the mission 'of opening ne- 
gotiations in behalf of Spain. The com- 
plete instructions, including an official 
letter from Duke Almadovar, Spanish 
minister of foreign affairs, was received 
yesterday 
morning. Thereupon 
Mr. 


Thiebeaut, first secretary of tha em- 
bassy, called at the state department 
and asked that an hour be appointed for 
a call by Ambassador Ca.mbo.n on the 
president. The purpose of the call was 
not stated. It was arranged that the 
call should be made at 3 o'clock. Mr. 
Cambon first went to the state depart- 
ment, where he was joined by Secretary 
Day, and the two then proceeded to the 
White House. 


The call lasted about half an hour, and 


after the first formalities had been 
executed by Mr. Cambon the talk be- 
'came general and quite informal, the 
president, the ambassador and the sec- 
retary of state discussing the outlook for 
a conclusion of hostilities. The proposi- 
tion submitted by the ambassador was 
quite general in terms, and was confined 
to the essential point of an earnest plea 
that negotiations be opened for the pur- 
pose of terminating the war and arriving 
at terms of peace. The communication 
of the Spanish government did not sug- 
gest specific terms, nor was there any 
reference to Cuba, the 
Philippines, 


Porto Rico, or other Spanish possessions. 
The evident purpose of the Malrid au- 
thorities was first to learn whdHjer the 
.United States would treat on the sub- 
ject of peace, and after that to take up 
such terms as the two parties might 
sugg-est. There was no suggestion from 
the Spanish that an armistice be estab- 
lished pending the peace negotiations. 
It seemed natural, however, from the 
proposition that when formal negotia- 
tions are entered upon and pending thalr 
conclusion a cessation of hoatilltlea 
would occur. 


Owing1 to the Importance of the com- 


munication the ambassador adopted the 
Usual procedurs of reading the oom- 
irfunlcation from the original in French, 
the translation being submitted by Mr. 
Thiebeaut. In the conversation which 
followed neither the president nor the 
ambassador entered upon the question 
of the terms of peace. It was evident 
that the president desired to consider 
the proposition to open negotiations be- 
ifore giving a definite reply. It was 
finally determined that the president 
\>uuiu cuiiouli. llu* niuiiibeito OE his cab- 
inet concerning the proposition, and af tet 
H decision had been arrived at Mr. Cam- 
bon would be invited for further confer- 
ence and for a final answer from the 
United States. Before the call closed a 
brief of the memorandum was agreed 
upon in order to set at rest misleading 
conjecture and to give to the public in- 
formation on a subject which had ad- 
vanced beyond the point where diplo- 
matic reserve was essential, 
i Secretary Long arrived at the White 
House shortly after the ambassador had 
departed and had a talk with the presi- 
dent, during which the proposal was 
|one over briefly. Mr. Long said after- 
wards that It wns an initial move, but, 
in reply to inquiries an to whether It waa 
likely to bring a speedy cessation of 
hoatilltlea. he expressed some doubt, 
Bayjngr that no decision on the points In- 
volved had been reacherl thus far.

There 
were strong intimations, however, that 
there would be no acceptance which 
Would imply the stopping of the war 
when the American arms were adding 
victories on 'victories, and the embark- 
ing on vague negotiation. It was felt 
that this government had everything to 
lose in a subtle game of diplomacy in 
which the only certain element would be 
the inaction of our army and navy. For 
this reason there was a disposition in 
•racial quarters to know what terms w«re 
in sight before entering upon general 
negotiations. 


From what was told by members of 


the cabinet who have consulted with the 
president, it seems practically deter- 
mined to accept the offer for negotia- 
tions. It was stated that in effecting a 
settlement some beginning had to be 
•made. The offer was'to be such a be- 
ginning. Nothing could be known about 
the terms upon which the negotiations 
will be conducted or proposals to be 
made until there had been A further con- 
ference by those having the matter in 
charge. Secretary Alger again stated 
when he left the White House that there 
would be no change in the plan of the 
campaign, and the war would go forward 
with vigor. 


'A prominent official said, after talking 


with cabinet officers, that in his opinion 
the situation was not materially changed 
by the Spanish proposition and that the 
war would be pressed 'with unabated 
vigor until something more tangible in 
the way of terms was at hand. In case 
/the negotiations were opened, the means 
by which they will be carried on are not 
'determined, nor have they been officially 
considered. It is understood, however, 
that one means likely to be proposed is 
to authorise direct negotiation between 
Spain and thie country, Spain being- rep- 
resented by Leon Castillo, the Spanish 
/ambassador in Paris, and the United 
'States by General Horace Porter, our 
ambassador to France.

(diplomats of Europe1, and since the wai 
began his chief mission has been to go 
from capital to capital and -endeavor tr 
awaken foreign Intervention in behalf o, 
Spain.

Naturally the plea of Spain to open 


peace negotiations opens up a wide fiek 
of conjecture as to what the terms wil. 

Thus far thera Is not official warranl 
for saying what terms Spain will pro- 
pose, or what terms the United States 
will offer or accept. 60 far as this coun- 
try is concerned, it is the general impres- 
sion that the complete Spanish evacua- 
tion of Cuba and Porto Rico will be In- 
sisted upon as a prerequisite. There it 
not the same certainty as to the Philip- 
pines, Ladrones and Carolines, although 
the belief ia growing that the terms oi 
the United States will include coaling 
stations in these groups. It is believed 
that Spain now has reached such a

""LESSONS IN FEEDING." 


A. Bill cf Fare For Young Chicks In Hot 


Weather. 


If you have been feeding t'he chicks 


wet, sloppy, raw feed, yon have been 
making a mistake, and?f you continue 
to so feed during the warm weather you 
will certain!^ lose a great many chicks, 
and those you. do succeed in raising will 
not be right. Discard tho sloppy, raw 
feed right now.. I believe that this kind 
of feed is the canSe of the death, during 
tho summer months, of moro chicks 
than is anything else except lice. The 
food is allowed to sour and at once the 
chicks become affected with bowel com- 
plaint. 
Nothing will so reduce the vi- 


tality of a chick as will bowel trouble, 
and with the attendant cixects it soon 
greatly reduces the number of chicks. 
The fact is that one feed a day of soft 
stuff is sufficient. 
Not only is it suffi- 


cient, but moro is absolutely injurious. 
Let this be fed in the morning. 
If tho 


feed consists of any part of commeal, 
let it be moistened with scalding water. 
It will then swell before it ia consumed 
instead of after if fed raw. 
As to the 


other feeds, I havo found nothing ho 
good as millet seed. It is rich in oil and 
other desired, properties and is greatly 
relished by the chicks. 
Do not feed it 


exclusively, for a mixed and varied feed 
is essential to growth. Remember this. 
This season I am feeding as follows: 


Morning feed, mixture of cornmeal, 


ground oats, barley and rye, moistened 
with scalding water, with a little milk 
addgdL 


Noon, millet seed one day, wheat the 


next. 


Night, cracked corn one day, a mix- 


ture of wheat and millet the next. 


Twice a week a feed of whole barley, 


soaked in boiling water for about 12 
hours, is given. 
- An occasional feed of raw cut bone is 
also given, not more often than twice a 
week. Let this take 'the place of the 
noon feed. 


Upon this bill of faro tho chicks will 


grow and thrive wonderfully. 
Some 


trouble, yon say. Yes. But I have 
learned that in this world it pays when 
we are doing a thing to do it. It is tho 
man who makes tho most out of his op- 
portunities wife succeeds* and the fel- 
low who is not willing to do this don't 
cut much of a figure in this busy, prac- 
tical world, especially in the poultry 
yard.—Cor.

salt, as well as sugar, building stone and 
marble, and ic is known thnt tho hills 
contiiin gold, copper, tin, lead and iron, 
but tho inhabitants lack tho skill, enter- 
prise and capital to develop these mineral 
riches. 


Of tho good things which Porto Rico 


raises in excess of her own needs and 
which sho exports wo take moro than any 
other country, even moro than fcjpain. 
Tho mother country takes but about one- 
fiixth of the total, and ca the balance a 
high export duty has been charged to help 
swell tho enormous tribute exacted by 
Spain. 


Besides tho salt ponds, which the gov- 


ernment owns and works, the only re- 
sources except agriculture which tho na- 
tives depend upon is found in the very rich 
forests, wherein aro no less than 500 varie- 
ties of trees, many of them exceedingly 
valuable'. All this industry is carried on 
practically without railroads, less than 100 
miles of poorly built and equipped trades 
being in operation, and tne wagon roads 
dwindle into mule paths a few miles back 
of tho coast. 


But Porto Rico is so packed full of 


riches that a population of 800,000, gener- 
ally lazy, illiterate and unskilled, have 
been ablo to pay §3,000,000 tribute to 
Spain each year, support a Spanish army 
and a horde of Spanish officeholders and 
live very comfortably themselves. 


Tho population, according to tho census 


of 1887, tho latest, was 807,708, of whom 
about 450,000 are whito 2-10,000 mulattons 
and 75,000 negroes. 
Only ono in eight 


aro classed as "litorato," but a majority 
of those can only read, not having reached 
tho advanced stage of learning which af- 
fords them the joy of writing. 


It is to bo hoped that Sampson's guns 


will leave something of tho fortifications 
of San Juan. While they are of but littlo 
account for purposes of defense they aro 
extremely picturesque and will delight 
tho souls of tho camera carrying Yankco 
tourists, who will probably visit the island 
in great numbers in y«ars to come.

cussion of the situation and a more defi- 
nite understanding between us of tho 
operations proposed had been rendered 
necessary by the unexpectedly strong 
resistance of the Spanish garrison of 
Santiago. 
I had sent my chiof. of staff 


on shore the day before to arrange an 
interview with General Shafter, who 
had been suffering from heat prostra- 
tion. 
I mads arrangements to go to 


his headquarters, and my flagship was 
in the position mentioned above when 
the Spanish squadron appeared in the 
channel. 
The remaining vessels were 


in or near their usual blockading: po- 
sitions, 
distributed 
in a semi-circle 


about the harbor entrance. 


"The men of our ships in front of the 


port were at Sunday 'quarters for in- 
spection.' 
The signal was made simul- 


taneously from several vessels, 'Enemy's 
ships escaping,' and g-eneral quarters 
were sounded. 
The men cheered as 


they sprang; to their gnns and fire was 
opened probably within eight minutes 
by the vessels whose guns commanded 
the entrance. 
The New York turned 


about and steamed for the escaping 
fleet, flying the signal, 'Close in towards 
harbor entrance and attack vessels,' and 
gradually increasing speed, until to- 
wards the end of the chase she' was 
making 16 1-2 knots, and was rapidly 
closing on the Cristobal Colon. She was 
not at any time within the range of tho 
heavy Spanish ships, and her only part 
in the firing was to receive the undivided 
fire from the I'orts in passing the harbor 
entrance and to fire a few shots at one of 
the destroyers, thought at the moment 
to be attempting- to escape from thG 
Gloucester. 


"When about 10 miles west of Santiago 


the Indiana had been signalled to go 
back to the harbor entrance, and at 
Ascarraderos the Iowa was signalled to 
'Resume blockading station.' The Iowa, 
assisted by the Ericcson and the Hist, 
took off the crew ot the Vizcaya, whi!<: 
the Harvard and the Gloucester rescu-d 
those of the Infanta Maria Teresa and 
the Almirante Oquendo. 
This rescue 


of prisoners, including- the 
wounded, 


from the burning Spanish vessels was 
the occasion OjTsome of the most daring 
and gallant conduct of the day. 
Thu 


ships were burning fore and aft, their 
guns anc! reserve ammunition were ex- 
ploding, and it was not .known at whai 
moment fire would reach the magazines. 
In addition to this a heavy surf was 
sunning inside of the Spanish ships; 
but no risk deterred our officers and men 
until their work of humanity was com- 
plete. 


"Where the Vizcaya went ashore the 


Colon was about six miles ahead of thfi 
Brooklyn and Oregon, but her spui't was 
finished and the American ships were 
now gaining upon hei. 
Behind the 


Brooklyn and Oregon came the Texa.^. 
Vixen and New York. 
It was evident 


from the bridge of the New York that all 
the American ships were gradually over- 
hauling the chase, and that she had no 
chance of escape. 
At 12:50 the Brook- 


lyn and Oregon opened fire and got her 
range—the Oregon's heavy'shclls strik- 
ing beyond her—and at 1:20 she gave up 
without firing' another 
shot, 
hauled 


down her colors and ran 
ashore 
at 


Torquino. 4S miles from Santiago. Cap- 
tain Cook o!' the Brooklyn went on board 
to receive the surrender. 
While his 


noat was alongside I came up in the 
New York, received his 
report 
and 


placed the Oregon in charge of the wreclt 
to save her, if possible, and directed tho 
prisoners to be transferred to the iies- 
olute, which had followed the cha^e. 
Commodore Sehley, whose chief of staff 
had gone on board to receive the sur- 
render, had directed that all their per- 
sonal effects should be retained by the 
officers. 
This order I did not modify. 


The,- Cristobal Colon was not injured by 
our firing and probably is not much 
injured by beaching, though she ran 
ashore at a high speed. 
The beach was 


so df!r;p that she ram? off by the work- 
ing of the Fen; but her Kea valves were 
opened and broken, treacherously I am 
feuiu, in.i.IT IHT surrenuer, ujia uespuo 
fill efforts slu- sank. 
When it became 


evident that she could not bn kept afloat, 
she was pushed by the New York bodily 
upon the beach—the New York's stom 
br-lng placed against her for this purpose 
— tho ship being handled by Captain 
C'hadwick with admirable judgment, and 
sank in .shoal water and inny be saved. 
Had this not been done she would have 


gone down In deep water and would tavo 
been to a certainty a. total loss. 


"I regard this complete and important 


victory over tho Spanish forces us tho 
successful finish of several works of 
arduous and close blockade, «o&trjngent 
and effective during tKn night tflAt tba 
enemy v/na dctr-rred from making the 
attempt to oscapc at night and deliber- 
ately r-Iecieil to makn the attempt in 
d.iyliqht. 
Tlmt this was the caw I wan

STARRY FUG HOISTED 


Short Skirmish on Porto Kican Soil,, 


With No Casualties. 


Landing Force Popped at by a 


Few Spanish. 


Opposition Quickly Overcome and the Enemy 


Skedaddled. 


St. Thomas, July 27.— The stars and 


stripes waves on Porto Rican soil, the 
event occurring: 
Tuesday 
afternoon, 


when representatives of General Miles' 
expedition landed at; Guanica and took 
the preliminary stemp for the subjuga- 
tion of the island. 
Little resistance 


was offered by the Spanish, who fired a 
few shots and then skedaddled to safety 
after our gnr.js had laid four of them 
lifeless. 


The Spaniards were completely taken 


by 
surprise. Almost the first they 


knew of the approach of the army of in- 
vasion was the firing: of a gun from the 
Gloucester, saucily demanding that the 
Spaniards haul down the flag- of Spain 
which was floating from a flagstaff in 
front of a blockhouse standing to the 
east of the village. The first couple of 
thre= pounders were fired into the hills 
right and left of the bay, and in order to 
scare the enemy the fighting yacht pur- 
posely avoided firing- into the town. The 
Gloucester then hove to within about 
600 yards of the shore and lovered a 
launch, having- on board a Colt rapid- 
fire gun and 30 men under the command 
of Lieutenant Huse. She was sent 
ashore without encountering any op- 
position. 


Yeoman Lacy hauled down the Span- 


ish flag and then raised on the staff tho 
firs t United States flag to float over Porto 
|Kico soil. Suddenly about 30 Spaniards 
opened fire with Mauser rifles upon the 
American party. Lieutenant Huse and 
,his men responded with great gallantry, 
the Colt gun doing effective work. 


Almost immediately the 
Gloucester 


opened fire on the enemy with all her 
three and six pounders which could be 
brought to bear, shelling the town and 
also dropping shells into the hills to the 
west of Guanica, where a number of 
Spanish cavalry were to be seen has- 
tening towards 
the spot where the 


Americans 
had 
landed. Lieutenant 


Huse threw up a little fort which he 
,'named Fort Wainwright, 
and 
laid 


barbed wire in the street in frcnt of it 
in order to repel the expected cavalry 
attack. The lieutenant also mounted 
the Colt gun and signalled for rein- 
forcements. 


Presently a few of the Spanish cavalry 


joined these who were fighting in the 
street of Guanica, but the Colt barked to 
a purpose, killing- four of them. By that 
time the Gloucester had the range of the 
town and of the blockhouse, and all her 
guns were spitting fire, the doctor and 
the paymaster helping to serve the guns. 
Soon afterwards white-coated, gallop- 
ing cavalrymen were seen climbing the 
hills to the westward, and the foot sol- 
diers were scurrying along the fences 
from the town. By 9:45, with the excep- 
tion of a few guerilla shots, the town was 
won and the enemy was driven out of the 
neighborhood. 


After Lieutenant Huse had captured 


the place he deployed, his small force into 
the suburbs, but he was soon reinforced 
by the regulars. Jvho were followed by 
company G of tijf?Slxth Illinois, and then 
by other troojjt'fln quick succession. All 
the boats of'4Jis rncn-of-war and the 
transports were used in the wo?k of 
landing the troops, each steam launch 
towing four or five boats loaded to the 
rails with soldiers. 
Everything pro- 


gressed in an orderly manner and ac- 
cording to the plans of General Miles. 
T5ie latter went ashore at about noon, 
Rafter stopping to board the Gloucester 
and 
thank Lieutenant 
Commander 


.Wainwright for his gallant action. 


Guanica is the most lovely spot yet 


occupied by our forces. It is the seat 
of the coffee and sugar industry and 
large herds of cattle are pasturing in 
the meadows, which are bordered by 
(cocoa nut palms. Many head of. cattle 
and a large number of horses have been 
'driven into the mountains by their ovvn- 
lers. Some of them will be recaptured. 
Guanica is about six miles south of 
TTauco, of which city it forms the poi-t 
and with which it is connected by a good 
road. The town is situated on a bay of 
tho same name which forms one of the 
best ports in the whole island. The 
banks to the right are steep and form a 
natural wharf. Three vessels can lie 
alongside and unload by means of gang-- 
planks. Vessels of SO feet draught can 
enter the bay easily and proceed close 
in shore. The conspicuous advantage 
Of this port, aside from its excellent har- 
bor facilities for tho transports, is the 
utter absence of fortifications or mines.

Tea feet by 24 or 25 is a good size for 
r, colony of 50 hens", and if there is a 
yard to let them out into for exercise or 
they can have the'fua of the, barnyard 
in pleasant weather 70 hens can be kept 
healthy in a house of this size, as I have 
proved in several cases. 1 prefer to make 
these houses -with the roof eloping but 
one way, and if the house is built inde- 
pendent of the other buildings the roof- 
should slope *o the north, so as to have 
tho high side of the sun, but often the 
building can be located at the south end 
of a barn, t^us saving lumber and secur- 
ii^g a warn/location. I have two built 
in this wttj". There ia iio need of a high 
building for the laying hens, affd we use 
posts sis feet high at the lowest side and 
nine or t;en feet at the highest Pide, so as 
to givo sufiloient'siope to the roof. 


The walls ahonld bo lined with build- 


ing paper, to make it warm, and the 
windows well fitted. Our engraving 
shows the interior arrangement of tbe 
building. Hike the plan of ptittij g the 
roosts high and a sloping floor under 
them to catch the droppings, as it makes 
it easier to clean, and the hens like a 
high roost. This sloping floor serves as 
a ladder for the hens to get up to their 
roosts by nailing small cleats to the 
boards at each side. It also enables us 
to utilized tha room under the roosts, 
and we use it for a dust bath in winter 
when the hens are shut in, and in. the 
enramer we use it to set eight or ten 
hens at a time, or when not needed for 
this to shut up broody hens.

tion of them shows in the engraving. 
Our boxes are all made movable and are 
glid into the spaces made for them. 
These spaces are not floored, but have 
inch cleats nailed at tha sides for the 
boxcs'to rest on, as a floor •frould make 
a breeding placo for lice. It is an ad- 
vantage to be able to carry the boxes 
outdoors-when the house must be clean- 
ed, and as we do not allow the hens to 
eit in these houses we want to put the 
eggs under them and carry box and hen 
together to tho new place, as the hen 
can bo moved in this way with less 
risk of her leaving the nest than if she 
is carried without tho box. 


Tho loss of young chicks Is very great 


on most farms, amounting to one-half 
or moro of all that are habhed, and 
nine-tonths of this loss is clearly pre1-' 
veutablo. Tho causes of loss are many, 
as,foroSamplo, gapes, drowning of chill- 
ing in wet dews and rain, the depreda- 
tions of rats, hawks, sknnks and other 
prowlers, and then the giving of im- 
prnpor food or fnilintr to fnmi"h grit 
and to keep the coops clean. Nearly all 
these losses avo preventable by furnish- 
ing a suitable placo to keep the chicks 
for tho first fi.vo or six weeks, and then, 
if thoy must bo moved, have a safe 
house to put them in. I have found that 
young chickens do very much better on 
n Iloor raised considerably above tho 
ground, and I now mako all my coops 
and tho honsea to put tho chickens in at 
weaning time with a floor raised so 
high above the ground as to givo a freo 
circulation of air under them, so that 
they vill not bo damp, and there is no 
place for rats or other enemies to fiud 
shelter.

litterateur, politician and civil service 
reformer. 


It !s known that when Roosevelt stat- 


ed his determination to go to the scene 
of war the president offered him a colo- 
nelcy, but he declined that honor, say- 
ing that his knowledge of military tac- 
tics was not sufficient, but he wquld ac- 
cept a position as assistant to his friend 
Dr. Wood. Then the two gentlemen re- 
ceived tho commissions they held until 
recently, when Wood was made a briga- 
dier general of volunteers and Roosevelt 
colonel of the Rough Riders for gallant 
work at Santiago. 


This regiment was the first to feel 


the brunt of war, at the battle of La 
Quasina, on June 24, when 17 of the 
brave follows fell dead in the Cuban 
chaparral. Brigadier General Wood, the 
former 
commander 
of these Rough 


Riders, was known throughout the west 
more than a dozen years ago as the 
"Fighting Doctor." Today he wears a 
medal upon his breast voted to him by 
congress for bravery in the Geronimo 
campaign. 
It was then said that he 


had saved a command when all tha of- 
ficers excepting himself and one other 
had been prostrated by the trials of a 
hard campaign. A native of Boston, he 
entered the army in 1883. Arriving at 
the fort in Arizona vihich was to be 
his headeruarters one evening in June, 
he was in the field at 4 o'clock the next 
morning in the beginning of the Apache 
campaign, and for the succeeding two 
years his career was more that of a 
soldier than a surgeon. Pie made trips 
of 2,000 miles in length and was active 
in the Indian campaign of 18SS. 


Theodore Roorevelt has been known, 


always aggressively, as civil service 
commissioner, New York city police 
commissioner and assistant secretary of 
the navy. From the time of his gradu- 
ation at Harvard, as ranchman, littera- 
teur, politician or reformer, he has been 
constantly in the public eye. 


The regiment is a, peculiar combina- 


tion of plainsmen and recruits from the 
society ranks of New York city, so 
called dudes who were polo experts and 
cross country riders, representing well 
known, wealthy and illustrious families 
of the Empire State. There are also in 
tho ranks college graduates from Yale 
and Princeton and ten men from the 
Harvard class of 1898. It has been

fearless abandon the men showed how 
practically impossible it would be for 
a foot soldier to def-nit himself from a 
machete charge. 
They know how to 


shoot .straight as well. Of the two ma- 
jors one is Iler.sey, adjutant genei.il of 
New Mexico, and the otnc-r Alc-c O. 
Brojie, whom his home newspaper call- 
ed "one of the best known citizens of 
Arizona." Major Brodie is a graduate 
of West Point, class of '12. and was 
adjutant of the First cavalry when he 
resigned. Of late years he has been a 
civil and mining engineer and is part 
owner of one of the richest mines in the 
west. 


Captain William O'Neill, who was 


killed while leading his troop, was boi n 
in St. Louis. He had been a student, a 
newspaper man, a cowboy, a traveler, 
the sheriff ot" an Arizona county, the 
mayor of a city, a lawyer, a, miner and 
the editor of three or four newspapers 
and magazines. He had been all over 
the world and w-.s as well known 
among business men of New York city 
as among the cowboys of Arizona, 
where he spent the greater part of tho 
last 20 years of his life. 


The former Colonel (now Brigadier 


General) Melvin Grigsby was born 52 
years ago on a farm near the village of 
Potosi, in Grant county, "Wis., and lived 
there till he enlisted at the opening of 
the civil war. His youthful education 
comprised a few winters at a log cabin 
district school and three terms at the 
village academy. 
Of his four years' 


service in the cavalry about one was 
passed in the prisons of Andersonville 
and Florence, S. C. Twice he escaped 
from the former, at one time being free 
for 30 days, but in the second attempt he 
succeeded in reaching the Federal lines 
after two months of traveling through 
swamps by night and hiding anywhere 
in the daytime. 


When he reached safety, he was thin 


and emaciated and of such a smoky 
color from standing about the small 
campfires he had made that for a time 
he was dubbed the "Smoked Yank." In 
his book detailing his military experi- 
ences, published a few years ago, he 
wittily used this appellation as a title 
to his literary production. 


At the close of the war he succeeded 


in obtaining part of a 'college education 
and then studied law. After admittance 
to the bar he removed to South Dakota, 
settling in Siuux Falls, then only a 
small village, connected with the out- 
side world by a stago line. 
Always 


prominent in politics,hehas been known 
as "a fighter" and a man of principle, 
preferring his convictions and belief to 
office. Years ago he \\ as a candidate for 


many respects to our transmississippi 
states and territories, and the Rough" 
Riders, principally from Arizqna, Wy- 
oming and the Dakotas, whose lives 
have been full of fighting, find a con- 
genial occupation in harassing an ene- 
my \\hum they regard with as much 
kindly consideration as they formerly 
regarded our native Indians from the 
Pioux of the Black Hills to the Apaches 
of the Rio Grande. 


The First regiment, United States 


volunteer cavalry, organized by Colo- 
nel Leonard Wood, with Lieutenant 
Colonel Roosevelt as assistant, has be- 
come the most widely known of the 
three regiments of Rough Riders from 
the fact that it was the first to face the 
Spaniards in Cuba, but the other two, 
Torrey's and Grigsby's regiments, are 
thoroughly disciplined and capable mil- 
itary bodies. 


The scheme of the special cowboy reg- 


iments is said to have originated with 
Colonel JleU ;n Grigsby, and it was 
through hi? (fforts that the bill allow- 
ing their organization was passed by 
congress. 
During his residence of 30 


yeais in South Dakota this gentleman 
had naturally coma in contact with the 
cowboys on the r.-nges, and at the first 
intimation of war, conceiving the idea 
ihiLt a regiment of Rough Riders and 
dead .shots would be even more effective 
than a body of regulars owing to their 
) eckl' ssnops of life and limb and their 
d;m<1e\il spirit, wrote to the secretary 
of war suggesting the formation of such 
a body of men and tendering his own 
eerviecp in any capacity that would be 
accepted. The reply was made to him 
that his suggestion would be used if 
possible.

Since then his com- 
mand has been brigaded with an Ohio 
and an Illinois regiment, and he has 
been raised to the rank of brigadier 
general. But it was his heartfelt desirp 
to have the three regiments of Rough 
Riders united imo one ppccia! brigade. 


The .Second regim'ent, United States 


volunteer cavahy, or "Torrey's Rough

A very similar character is Captain 


Jack Foster of B troop, a man of iron, 
nerve, \\ ho was born in Texas near tho 
Indian Territoiy line. He was a resi- 
dent of Chamberlain, S. IX, and super- 
intendent of a large cattle ranch when 
he accepted his present position. Hia 
father, one of the famous Texas ran- 
tcers, was dreaded by evildoers, and it 
was tinder parental tutelage that Cap- 
tain Foster recsived his first education 
in taking care of the toughs of his home 
community. 
This discipline has since 


been of great service to him, for he has 
been shot at many times by men who 
regarded him as an obstruction to their 
career of rapine and murder. 
In 1S74 


he went north to Montana with "a 
bunch" of 5,000 cattle and from there to 
the Black Hills, where he engaged in 
freighting across the country from Bis- 
marck and Pierre. Later he located at 
Chamberlain, which was then overrun 
with desperadoes, an organized gang of 
cattle thieve?, or "rustlers," having 
made the town their headquarters. The 
better element, searching for a man 
capable of coping with the lawless 
crowd, made Foster marshal of the 
town. His record, in the phraseology of 
his townsmen, was "great," for he soon 
succeeded in driving away the thugs. 
That he is popular is shown by the fact 
that 30 men who have worked under 
him promptly enlisted in order to be in 
his 
company. 
His 
first 
lieutenant, 


George L'. Grigsby, is a son of the colo- 
nel. 


Captain Joseph Binder of E troop, who 


served in the regular army from 1S7S to 
1S83, 
taking part in numerous Indian 


fights, is the owner of a cattle ranch, 
with over 1,000 head of cattle, near 
Pierre, S. D. He was a noncommis- 
sioned officer of the Eleventh infantry 
when Colonel Frost, now commander 
of the First regiment of South Dakota 
infantry, was a. private in his com- 
pany. He has the finest pack of wolf 
hounds in the northwest and with his 
wife follows them In the chase during 
the winter months. 


Captain John E. Hammen of C troop, 


a resident of Sturgis and engaged in tha 
cattle business, served 14 years in tha 
cavalry branch of Uncle Sam's military 
forces and has experienced many hard 
Indian campaigns. At the time of hia 
appointment he was one of the brand 
commissioners of South Dakota and 
was the first man to tender a company 
to Colonel Grig.=by after the latter had 
received his commission. Hammen was 
a sergeant under Major Reno when that 
officer failed to re-enforce Custer at the 
Little Big Horn battle, and his brother 
was killed with Custer at the time. 


Lieutenant Colonel Lloyd, appointed 


from Montana, ;=; a graduate of West 
Point, a native of Iowa and an ex-offi- 
cer o£ the regular army who retired 
some years ago to enter mercantile 
business at Buttc, Mon. Major Leigh H. 
French, the senior major of the regi- 
ment, is a physician of Washington, but 
has had a varied experience as.a cow- 
l.oy in Tom Green county. Texas; a 
stago driver in the west and a hunter 
in "both the west and foreign coun- 
tries. He is an expert rider and a dead 
shot. 


Major R. W. Stewart, also an expert 


with firearms and one of the youngest 
officers of the repriment, graduated from 
Yale in 1RSS and since, then has been 
located at Pierre, where he served as 
state's attorney and reporter of the su- 
preme court.

Two more Company M volunteers 


nave returned to their homes in Ad- 
ams on furloughs to recover from the 
effects of -wounds received near San- 
tiasjo. Corporal 
Simmons returned 


TiK'siiay and AValtcr Paradise drop- 
ped cjultely into town this afternoon, 
much to the surprise of his family and 
friends, as IK- had not sent word ol 
when he \vas to arrive. 


Paradise came to this city on the 


noon train from Troy over the Pitch- 
bur^, and went at once to the police 
station.ywhcre ho brought to Officer 
Whipple word from his brother, Major 
Whipple. For some time Mr. Paradise 
talke-1 of his experiences and answered 
questions of those who had heard of 
his arrival, before he took the car for 
Adams. Ho is brown and thin, having 
lost 20 pounds in weight since he went 
away. His wound was a flesh wound 
in tho left shoulder, and it is nearly 
healed, but he is still somewhat weak 
from tho effects of the hardships he 
has been through. 


Mr. Paradise Inst everything before 


and during the battle except the uni- 
form he wore, and for several days was 
obliged to go bareheaded under the 
burning sun, some one having taken 
his hat. He tells some stories of suf- 
fering that will bring sympathy for 
the brave men who suffered. A num- 
ber of the men were barefooted when 
he left the company, and one man 
possessed only a pair of tattered trous- 
ers. 


One of his stories, relating to the 


entire company, is of unusual interest. 
For a day and a half there had not 
been a mouthful to eat. and the men 
w^e Practically starving. Then Scrgt. 
O'Brien had an irspiration, and quickly 
secured the oats which were on hand 
for the officers horses. 
These were 


boiled and the entire company feasted 
on oatmeal. Mr. Paradise smiles in 
ecstaey as he recalls the taste of that 
meal of horse's oats. 


He reaffirms the stories of volunteer 


bravery, and says the boys astonibhcd 
themselves by the firmness and cool- 
ness they showed under fire. The 2d 
regiment officers avoided the mistake 
made by some divisions of going into 
battle in close formation, and suffered 
much less in consequence. 


Mr. Paradise 
was wounded only 


about two minutes before the Span- 
iards began 
their 
retreat, and was 


taken to the hospital, where th" suf- 
fering of some of the men for lack ol 
care was terrible. 
Since arriving- in 


this country his lot has been a happy 
one, 
and on the trains he had to an- 


swer many questions. He has been 
with Gerald Howitt, a former lieuten- 
ant of Company M, for the past few 
days. He has a 20 days furlough.' 


CORPORAL, SIMMONS' RETURN. 
Corporal Fred A. Simmons, who was 


wounded in the battle of El Caney, 
arrived home Tuesday afternoon on a 
60 days furlough. He left Cincinnati, 
Ohio, Monday night on a sleeper and 
went straight to Albany, N. 1. From 
there he came to Pittsfleld, arriving 
there at 4.45 o'clock. He telegraphed 
his father from there that he would 
be home on the 5.37 train. Most peo- 
ple expected him at about 9 o'clock. 
As a result few people were at the 
train 
when he arrived. 
His 
father 


drove to Maple Grove and boarded the 
train there. 
When he alighted from 


the train he was at once placed in a 
carriage and taken home. 
The fact 


that Private Thiel had been beseiged 
with questions and bothered by friends 
on his arrival had made him weaker 
caused Mr. Simmons to guard his son 
against such an arrival. 


Corporal Simmons when he reached 


home was weak and tired, and but few 
were allowed to see him. His parents 
and family were overjoyed to see him. 
and Mrs. Simmons today is happy for 
the first time in several months. 


Corporal Simmons talked with the 


Adams 
correspondent 
of the Tran- 


script this 
morning. 
He sat in a 


rocking chair dressed in his military 
suit. 
It was an old custom of the 


young corporal to give a person a 
hard grip when hand shaking, and it 
was surprising to the visitor to see his 
friend thin and weak looking and yet 
receive the old time grip. During the 
conversation Mr. Simmons said he was 
wounded 
while /bandaging a young 


American's wound. He had joined the 
hospital corps at Tampa, and on the 
field 
carried a bag in which were 


liniments, bandages, etc. 
The soldier 


whom he was assisting had had his 
arm broken and been hit in the neck. 
Mr. Simmons was stooping to get a 
bandage from his sack when he was 
struck in the right knee. The bullet 
struck him on tho inside of the leg 
and went out at the knee cap. The 
shot caused him to fall and he heard 
the bullets whistling all around him. 
He wore a blouse shirt and he said it 
would be hard to believe how many 
bullets 
passed 
through 
his 
loose 


blouse. Thsro are a couple of bullet 
holes in his trousers. He lay on the 
field for some time 
and 
even fired 


several shois from a riflo that was 
near by. He and Arthur Carey were 
taken to Tampa and later removed to 
the hospital at Fort Thomas, Ky. 


While there he says he received the 


very best of treatment, and the doc- 
tor who attended him was very kind. 
Simmons gave him a Cuban machete. 
Arthur Carey still has one. Simmons 
says that in one sense of the word war 
is fun. When 
the 
battle is being 


fought, it is like a football game. You 
keep trying to gain ground and you

His topic was "In Union 


There Is Strength," and he gave many 
illustrations to prove that by a strong 
union and by a united effort the car- 
penters can get the nine-hour work 
day in this city. The bricklayers have 
nine hours; why should not the car- 
penters have it, and in fact every 
workman in this city? He said there 
were over 88 cities In. this country tha 
have eight hours. Capitalists' combine 
and why should not the workmen or- 
ganize to get their share of what he 
produes? He spoke of the benevolen 
part of the union, that being an in- 
ducement to any man. He spoke of 
what had been accomplished by other 
cities and hoped they would be suc- 
cessful here.

On Board th United States Marine 


Yale, off Santiago, Cuba, 


July 14, 1898. 


Dear sister we are still alive and 


enjoying life as much as possible under 
the circumstances. 
The 
boys 
have 


just caught a small shark while fish- 
ing off the boat. The village of Sib- 
oney, a smn.ll village just on shore, 
has just been burned on account of 
the yel'.ow fever danger. I am almost 
starved to death. 
All we can get is 


hard tack twit" a day. 


A fight is re poiiecl on shore yester- 


day In which i it,ht 
Michigan :nou 


were killed by a shell. 
AVe are at 


anchor about five miles out, awaiting 
orders for landing which may come 
any minute, though we hear that the 
Spaniards are in a tight corner and 
if th"y surrender we shall 
probably 


not land but go on to Porto Rico. ' 
have not been sea sick and feel we! 
and have seen quit? a little piece r' 
the world since I left home. Cuba re- 
minds me some of North Adams as fu" 
mountains. 


AVe are not allowed to eat anything 


but what is issued to us, not any fruit 
or water from shore, as it is said the 
Spaniards have poisoned the springs 
around the mountains. Have seen the 
Spanish warships that were sunk and 
run ashore. 
Admiral Sampson was 


on board yesterday. 
His pictures in 


the papers look like him. 


The flagship New York lies about 


half a mile from us. 
AVp embarked at 


Chamberlain, 
S. 
C.. July 
S, 
and 


reached Santiago In about three days. 
The blockade looks very much as it 
•was pictured in the Boston Globe. 


The press boats are all around u, 


and we have seen a few persons or 
shore. 
Have thrown away our blu< 


suits and now wear canvas suits fo 
fighting. Each man has one hundrec 
and thirty-six rounds of ammunition 
and our pack weighs about eighty 
five pounds, including- roll of blanke 
and tent for a man. 


It rains about all the time and we 


are wet through. Last night we had 
to sleep standing- up to keep frorr 
being drowned. We have to sleep ou 
to the weather on deck as the cap 
tain of the boat is a stiff old cuss ar.c 
won't let us- use the bunks. There ar< 
about thirteen hundred men on board 


This is a pretty hard life, but '. 


guess I can stand it. 
Twenty men 


went on board 
hospital 
ships 
this 


morning, 
some 
with- measles, 
and 


mumps and one with fever. AVe wer 
practicing all the way coming witl 
our rifles, and are a hard looking se 
of men, but a fighting eye in all. 


There are eight 5 inch guns on board 


and two three pounder rapid fire guns 
We slept in the freight sheds at Char 
leston the night 
before -we started 


arriving1 there about 
midnight 
anc 


left at 4 o'clock in the morning. 


This is all I think of now, so wil 


close -with love to all, it may be a long 
time before I can write again, as we 
have to catch the mail as best we can 
Don't write till you hear 
from me 


again as I don't know where I will be
